President Henry Miller of the 
Werminal Railroad Association, an- 
| pounced this afternoon, on the nine- 
- teenth day of the insurgent switch- 
men's strike, that 30 additional 
freight engines and their comple- 
' gents of switchmen had been put to 
' work during the morning by. the 
Terminal and that as a result freight 
is being interchanged between all 
Jines serving this gateway. 

Passenger traffic handled by the 


Terminal is normal in every respect, 
trains being handled without hin-| 
g@rance or delay, Miller said. 

Miller stated that his announce- 
ment was based on reports he had 
received from the yards in this city, 
Past St. Louis, Madison, Venice and 
Granite City. He said the Terminal 
forces are being increased hourly 
and that a substantial improvement 
will be seen in the freight situation 
throughout. 

50 Workers “Sign Up.”’ 

About 50 men “signed up” this 
morning, in the office of the general 
manager of the Terminal Associa- 
tion, at Union Station, to go to work 
at different points in the Terminal 
yards, in St. Louis and on the East 
Bide, to replace insurgent striking 
ewitchmen, and to make possible the 
movement of freight. 

Manager B me said the men 
were borrow from different rail- 
roads and come from different points 
on the lines. He said they were men 
with switching experience, but that 
some of them were regularly em- 
ployd as trainmasters or yardmas- 
ters. He said about 100 such men 
would be sent out during the day. 

President Eubank of the St. Louis 
Yardmen's Association, which is con- 
ducting the strike of insurgent 
ewitchmen, said this afternon that 
he would present to a mass meeting 
of the strikers, at 2 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon in New Club Hall, Thir- 
teenth street and Chouteau avenue, 
& proposal which would involve 
either and immediate return to work, 
or a decision to fight the strike to a 
finish, He would not say whether 
the proposal originated with himself 
or came from some outside source. 

President Eubank and Vice Presi- 
dent Crowell of the Yardmen’s Asso- 
elation this afternoon held a confer- 
ence with W. Palmer Clarkson, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Manufacturers’ 
Association, and Edward J. Troy, 
secretary, in the offices of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association in the Boat- 
men's Bank Building. 

Statement by Clarkson. 
| A statement afterward given out

“A cordial discussion took place,

They breached 
fhe new transportation law and 
broke an agreement made with the 
President of the United States per- 
sonally, which provided for the crea- 
tion of a board to consider and de- 
cide their applications. 

““These men left the service 
through a disagreement in their own 
Organizations and these organiza- 
tions are doing all in their power to 
- protect their contracts.’”’

A conference with officials of the 
Chamber of Commerce is also 
planned by officials of the strikers’ 
organization. The decision to appeal 
te the business organizations was 
renched after it was reported that 
the organizations had been in daily 
communication with Government of- 
ficials at Washington about the 
strike and resultant delays to ship- 
ping.
